THE POST OFFICE AS A BUSINESS. 

The Postal Commission’s report goes to 
the root of postal reorganization in pleading, 
as did the report of the Postmaster-General, 
that the vast business of the post office should 
be handled with large business foresight. It 
is a great misfortune that the promotion of 
Mr. Cortelyou to a higher cabinet post should 
lose to the Post Office Department at this 
critical period of reorganization a head who 
has shown such remarkable capacity in deal¬ 
ing with its practical problems. Mr. Cortel¬ 
you came equipped to this work from long 
experience in a department which he had en¬ 
tered through the merit system, and it is es¬ 
pecially to the credit of the chairman of the 
National Committee of a party organization 
that he leaves the department thoroughly 
based on that system, and with politics elim¬ 
inated from the choice of the great body of 
postmasters. He has not attempted the im¬ 
possible, and has perhaps not gone so far as 
he might in attempting the possible. But his 
work, and particularly his last report, affords 
solid basis for further improvement in the 
service and leaves an influence which will be 
permanent. It is to be hoped especially that 
Congress will adopt his recommendation for 
providing a permanent general manager for 
the post office business as Deputy Postmaster- 
General. 

It is to be regretted that the Postal Com¬ 
mission was not constituted as originally sug¬ 
gested by the Postmaster-General, as the pres¬ 
ence of members versed in the publishing 
business would have saved the commission 
from much waste of time and from some mis¬ 
takes. Nevertheless, a good many facts of 
importance were brought out at the hearings, 
and the commission report gives an excellent 
summary of the views of the publishing inter¬ 
ests and of commercial bodies as well as the 
suggestions of the Department and the recom¬ 
mendation of the commission itself. Unfor¬ 
tunately, instead of simplifying the conditions 


of second-class registration the commission 
proposals were made rather more complicated, 
and it seems as though it were in sheer des¬ 
peration that the commission hit upon the 
unfortunate suggestions as to second-class 
matter that issues should be excluded which 
contained more than fifty per cent, of adver¬ 
tising. The opposition to the whole treat¬ 
ment of second-class matter has been so unan¬ 
imous on the part of the press that it is under¬ 
stood that there will be no attempt to carry 
through the accompanying bill except in one 
or two of its provisions. 

The hearings brought out one fact of great 
interest, bearing upon this very point—that 
second-class matter is the chief money-getter 
for the Post Office Department because the ad¬ 
vertisements involve so large a return in first- 
class rates. It is probable, in fact, that the “mail 
order” periodicals, which are the bete noir of 
the department, constitute one of the most 
profitable auxiliaries of the service. Mr. Atkin¬ 
son, of the Farm Journal, scores a good point 
in asking why he should not be permitted to 
publish a paper for a penny, (his rate to five- 
year subscribers being 15 cents a year,) as well 
as the publisher of the yellow daily Journal in 
New York; and, in fact, his Farm Journal is 
one of the most valuable publications in the 
country for the whole country and one of the 
best money-getters for the post office business. 

The suggestion for a Post Office Board of 
Appeals is an improvement on present meth¬ 
ods, and in particular would relieve Mr. 
Madden, who is an able administrative official, 
from the burden and obloquy he now endures; 
but it is scarcely the best solution. The com¬ 
mission states, however, that its present rec¬ 
ommendations are provisional, and it wisely 
appeals for further and larger consideration 
of present and future problems. 

The commission at its hearings declined to 
hear argument as to postal costs, although it 
dealt chiefly with postal rates and emphasized 
the view that matter of the second class was 
carried below cost. Its report, however, deals 
frankly, though inadequately, with the rail¬ 
road problem, and advises an immediate, 
though inadequate reduction of rates. There 
is common sense recognition of the facts that 
small shipments cost more than large, and that 
beyond a certain point, estimated at forty tons, 
there is not much saving. If the facts of ex¬ 
press companies’ relations with railroads are 
put in evidence, it is an enforced conclusion 
that the government compensation to the rail¬ 
roads should for the most part be cut in half. 
The weighing and counting recommended are 
of first importance, although it is difficult to 
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see how this can be persistently done under 
the chronic congestion of the main post office 
at New York. 

It remains to be said, however, after 
all criticism of details, that the commis¬ 
sion has taken a long stride forward in 
“speaking out” in favor of a business admin¬ 
istration of the largest business organization 
in the country. It is to be hoped that Con¬ 
gress will heed its warning and accept its ad¬ 
vice for the appointment of a commission of 
still wider scope, so that before the close of 
the present administration we may have a re¬ 
organized department which shall lead instead 
of tag behind the postal departments of other 
nations. __ 

The presentation of a minority report from 
the Senate Committee on Patents favoring the 
Plouse provision as to the rights of musical 
composers further complicates the copyright 
situation and makes the passage of the copy¬ 
right measure at the present session more 
than doubtful. There is general appreciation 
of the excellent work put upon the measure 
by the committees, but several of the pro¬ 
visions evoke continued criticism from the 
friends of copyright as they are studied. The 
American Copyright League declares in favor 
of the Senate bill, but points out that an al¬ 
ternative term, preferably of fifty years, is a 
necessary concomitant of the life and thirty 
years term, urges that the original text of 
works in a language other than English be 
excepted from the manufacturing clause, and 
emphasizes the importance of the existing 
minimum of $250 damages omitted from the 
present measure. The American Publishers’ 
Copyright League criticises chiefly the omis¬ 
sion of the proviso joining assigns with au¬ 
thor in the prolongation of existing copy¬ 
rights. _ 

POSTAL COMMISSION RETREATS. 

The Joint Congressional Postal Commis¬ 
sion, it is reported, has practically decided to 
abandon nearly all its recommendations which 
affect daily and weekly newspapers. This 
sudden change of front on the part of the 
commission is said to be due largely to the 
severe criticism of the proposed changes in the 
regulations that have been made by the news¬ 
papers, in the face of which it was thought 
the passage of the Commission’s bill at the 
present session of Congress would be im¬ 
possible. 

It was therefore decided to abandon the 
proposed changes that affect those classes of 
papers. The commission, however, will press 
its recommendation for the exclusion of ad¬ 
vertising matter from transportation at sec¬ 
ond class rates and for the reduction of the 
rates paid the railroads. 


THE COMMERCIALIZATION OF LIT¬ 
ERATURE. 

Mr. Henry Holt, in summing up, in the 
current issue of Putnam's Monthly, the dis¬ 
cussion of his article in.the Atlantic Monthly 
for November, 1905, on “The Commercializa¬ 
tion of Literature,” again directs his shafts 
against the “literary agent,” whom he holds 
responsible for a great part of the commer¬ 
cialization of literature. 

“I mean.” Mr. Holt says, “that the [liter¬ 
ary] agent’s interest may be as far counter 
to the author’s as the publisher’s may be; 
and I also mean that the publisher’s can be 
as nearly identical with the author’s as the 
agent’s can; and I further mean that agents 
have forced over-production by selling sev¬ 
eral of an author’s books before they were 
written, and dazzling him with forced earn¬ 
ings from forced work, followed by inferior 
earnings from inferior work.” 

Mr. Holt’s literary-agent-critic of the Fort¬ 
nightly Review makes several statements of the 
value of literary agents which Mr. Holt con¬ 
siders erroneous, because they do not seem to 
be based upon actual experience. Both Mr. Holt 
and his critic agree that it is advantageous for 
an author to keep to one publisher; but the 
critic maintains that through a literary agent 
an author can “get the best market price” for 
his work. To this Mr. Holt replies that man¬ 
uscripts are not rationally priced as is a keg 
of nails or a pound of sugar, but that writ¬ 
ings are worth only what they bring, this 
price being determined by the “accidents of 
the time.” 

“There are ambitious and reckless publish¬ 
ers,” says Mr. Holt, “and those who from 
youth or some other reason are sadly in need 
of authors, all of whom to get good authors 
will give anything they can, utterly regardless 
of results.” Although the agent may hunt 
up such people for his author, there is no 
“rational market price” in their offers. 

Often a publisher “of freebooting disposi¬ 
tion” will offer an author utterly uncommer¬ 
cial rates for the book rights of matter of¬ 
fered for serialization. In such a case the 
author’s regular publisher would be apt to 
refuse to bid against the “corsair.” How, 
then, asks Mr. Holt, about reserving one 
publisher and at the same time securing “the 
benefits of competition”? The agent, in his 
desire to appear to be doing something, is 
often undermining the foundations of the 
author’s permanent financial well-being. 

“Another of the ear-marks of our honest 
writer’s [the Fortnightly Review critic’s] ap¬ 
parent inexperience,” according to Mr. Holt, 
“is the supposition that an agent can go around 
the market and get bids against the author’s 
previous publisher when it is known that he 
will not take the author away if he can help 
it. And if he can, what self-respecting pub¬ 
lisher will listen to his proposition? Occa¬ 
sionally one will, but these are not so nu¬ 
merous to-day as they were a few years ago. 

“These facts do not mean that an author 
should have a single publisher, no literary 
agent, and do without the benefit of competi¬ 
tion. For in an author’s relation with pub¬ 
lishers of the highest class . . . the question 
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has no place. He [the author] ought to get 
the results of what the published book will do 
in the market.” Good publishers contract as 
a rule by formulas which secure to the author 
gains corresponding to the sale of the book 
after it has been published. The publishers 
pay, say, ten per cent, on the first five thou¬ 
sand, fifteen per cent, on the next fifteen 
thousand, and twenty per cent, after twenty 
thousand. These terms are as high as can be 
given, consistent with making the publishing 
business worth an able man’s attention. 

If an author needs any help whatever in 
the business side of his work, he may get an 
honest lawyer to arrange matters for him 
for a tenth of what an agent often receives, 
and that without the commercialization at¬ 
tendant upon the latter’s actions. 

“My critic tacitly admits,” says Mr. Holt, 
“that he thinks that the way in which the 
agents have made much, probably most, of 
their money is not consistent with his ideas 
of right; they have not even tried to give the 
author the benefit of competition, and leave 
him the benefit of one high class publisher.” 

As to the “circus” method of advertising- 
books, Mr. Holt continues: “I want, even at 
the cost of some repetition of my former ar¬ 
ticle, to say another word about the crowding 
of books into circulation by the megaphone 
and the battering ram. The literary standards 
of people are of course affected by what they 
read, and what they read is too much deter¬ 
mined by the publisher who brays loudest 
and pounds hardest. Instead of the reader 
being permitted to follow such lights as the 
grace of God and his education may have 
given him, he is dinned, and the bookseller 
who influences him is cajoled, into following 
a standard set purely by the forces of dollars 
and cents—often wasted dollars and cents. 
And now I am going to add one more to my 
radical utterances. It would be an immense 
gain for the cause of literature and to the 
profit of all worthy authors, (though at the 
expense of unworthy ones,) if the ‘commer¬ 
cial enterprise’ that has come in from Wall 
Street and the energetic West were taken 
out of the publishing business—if the compe¬ 
tition consisted simply in selecting books 
wisely, making them tastefully and honestly, 
informing the interested public of their ex¬ 
istence, and supplying them to whatever legit¬ 
imate demand they might effect through their 
own merits. There would probably be j ust as 
many sold—more, in fact; for the reading 
habit would be a healthier and consequently 
more vigorous growth; there would be quan¬ 
tities of money saved, of which the author 
would get his share; a good many active and 
ingenious young men now wasted in drum¬ 
ming and advertising would be shifted into 
productive pursuits; and the public taste 
would be saved the unpleasant sights now 
too frequently imposed upon it in book adver¬ 
tising. It may be worth considering, too, 
whether the dignity that would be added to 
trading in literature would not be for the 
benefit of literature itself.” 

Mr. Holt has again offered material for 
useful thought in his clear manner of state¬ 
ment and terse English.

No advantage accrues to the originator of the re¬ 
duction. It’s not even an “ad,” for he offers no 
inducements whatever over those of his competitors; 
on the contrary, all suffer alike by reason of the 
uncalled for reduction. 

If your neighbor reduces a price unduly on goods 
that you handle, why not see him in a neighborly 
way and have him restore the rate to a paying basis? 

Or, are you willing to refer such price matters and 
misunderstandings to a committee of three competent 
stationers and abide by their decision? 

Prices are advancing in all other lines; why should 
not the stationer reap his harvest now? He is paying 
new-style prices for his goods and selling them at 
old-fashioned figures. 

Are you willing to come together once a month for 
a light fifty-cent lunch at six p.m. and a two hours’ 
consideration of prices, improvements in business 
methods, discussions of “What is cost?” etc., etc. 

Or will you suggest something better?

THE SHELLEY NOTE BOOKS IN NEW 
YORK. 

The three Shelley manuscript note books 
which brought £3000 at the Garnett sale on 
December 6 last, have been brought to • this 
country to become part of a New York col¬ 
lection of the poet’s books and autographs, 
very likely of that of Frederick R. Halsey, 
whose Shelley collection is said to be the 
finest existing in private hands. These 
volumes, bequeathed by Mrs. Shelley to her 
son, Sir Percy Shelley, and presented by him 
to Dr. Garnett, contain autograph matter of 
much interest and include early drafts of the 
“Ode to the West Wind,” “The Sensitive 
Plant,” etc., together with twenty-one unpub¬ 
lished pieces. 

While the unprinted poems are short and 
fragmentary, and possibly if published would 
add little to the poet’s reputation, the mere 
fact that they are Shelley’s gives them liter¬ 
ary and commercial value. The other note¬ 
books are all in the Bodleian Library in Ox¬ 
ford, and English bibliographical writers re¬ 
gret that the Garnett examples were not pur¬ 
chased for that institution. 

The Halsey collection and some important 
Shelley items in the collection f Harry D. 
Smith, of New York City, the comic librettist, 
are interestingly described in the New York 
Sun for January 13. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Mrs. Isabella Beecher Hooker, the young¬ 
est daughter of Lyman Beecher, died in Hart¬ 
ford, Conn., January 26, in her eighty-fifth 
year, having been born at Litchfield, Conn., 
on February 22, 1822. She was active for 
years as a writer and speaker in defense of 
women’s rights. 

Dr. Wilbur Samuel Jackman, educator 
and writer, died at Chicago, on January 28. 
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Dr. Jackman was born at Mechanicstown, O., 
January 12, 1855. He studied at Allegheny 
College and completed his course at Harvard 
in 1884. After several years of travel he ac¬ 
cepted the position of dean of the College of 
Education of the University of Chicago. Dr. 
Jackman ^as well known in the literary field 
as the editor of the Elementary School 
Teacher , and as the author of numerous 
works on education, among which are “Na¬ 
ture Study for the Common Schools,” “Num¬ 
ber Work in Nature Study,” “Field Work in 
Nature Study,” “Nature Study and Re¬ 
lated Subjects,” and “Nature Study Records,” 
besides numerous articles on educational sub¬ 
jects. 

Professor Dmitri Mendeleeff, the cele¬ 
brated Russian chemist, died on February 2, 
at St Petersburg. He was born in Tobolsk, 
Siberia, in 1834, and went to St. Petersburg 
in 1856, where he attended the university 
from which he was graduated in 1859. After 
studies and investigations abroad he returned 
to St. Petersburg and devoted his life to orig¬ 
inal research in chemistry and geology. His 
“Principles of Chemistry,” published in 1870, 
was translated into many languages, and he 
was a frequent contributor to scientific pe¬ 
riodicals. . He was the author of several pa¬ 
pers on nitro-cellulose compounds as a basis 
for smokeless gunpowder, some of which 
were translated into English by Commander 
J. B. Bernadou, U. S. N., and published in 
the “Proceedings of the Naval Institute.” 

Samuel C. T. Dodd, for upwards of twenty- 
five years solicitor for the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany and author of certain widely-circulated 
so-called “trust” literature, died in Pinehurst, 
N. C., on January 30. Mr. Dodd was born on 
February 20, 1836, in Franklin, Pa., and was 
admitted to the bar in 1859. In 1881 he be¬ 
came general solicitor for the Standard Oil 
Company, and is said to have been an impor¬ 
tant factor in extending the business of the 
corporation. He was retired two years ago 
on a pension. Among his better known writ¬ 
ings are “Uses and Abuses of Corporations,” 
a pamphlet; “History of Standard Oil;” 
“Trusts,” a pamphlet; “Trusts,” contributed 
to the New York Tribune in 1889; “Aggregated 
Capital,” “Ten Years of Standard Oil Trust,” 
published in The Forum in 1893, and “Present 
Legal Status of Trusts,” contributed to The 
Harvard Lazo Review in October, 1893. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS 

While engaged on his biography of 
Moliere Mr. Chatfield-Taylor gathered to¬ 
gether some five hundred volumes relating to 
the great dramatist. This collection, which its 
owner has presented to Cornell University, 
his alma mater, is said to have only one su¬ 
perior in the United States—that of James 
H. Hyde. 

The Bookman corrects the impression prev¬ 
alent for some time that Filson Young, the 
author of “The Sands of Pleasure,” and Guy 
Thorne, the author of “Made in His Image,” 
are one and the same person. “As a matter 


of fact,” to quote The Bookman, “they are en¬ 
tirely different persons, and each has done 
enough work to distinguish him from any 
one else. Filson Young, or rather Alexander 
Bell Filson Young, is an Irishman about thir¬ 
ty years of age. He was the war correspond¬ 
ent of the Manchester Guardian during the 
struggle in the Transvaal, and later became 
the literary editor of the London Daily Mail. 
He has published half a dozen books, the best 
known of which, before the appearance of 
“The Sands of Pleasure,” was “The Com¬ 
plete Motorist,” a book which was not only 
of a high order in itself, but which contained 
a very extraordinary letter from Mr. Kipling, 
that was widely quoted in this country and 
in England. “Guy Thorne’s” real name is 
Cyril Arthur Edward Ranger Gull. He is 
about the same age as Filson Young. He was 
educated in a public school near Manchester, 
snd at the University College, Oxford. From 
the university he went to London with Pro¬ 
fessor York Powell and others, and tried his 
hand at journalism and literary criticism. 
Over his own name he published several nov¬ 
els, among them “The Surf” and “The Hypo¬ 
crite.” He achieved his first real success 
over the signature of “Guy Thorne,” which 
he adopted for books designed to appeal to 
the popular taste. His real name he uses for 
the work in which he puts his artistic self. 
His most popular novel was “When It Was 
Dark,” which sold over one hundred thousand 
copies in England. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The publication in the March Century of 
Timothy Cole’s wood engraving of Ribera’s 
Assumption of Mary Magdalene” will con¬ 
clude that engraver’s notable series of old 
Spanish masters, twenty-nine in all. Mr. Cole 
has already commenced work upon a new 
series, that of the old French masters, repro¬ 
ductions of which will begin in the April 
Century. 

The Burlington Magazine, published in this 
country by Robert Grier Cooke, Inc., New 
York City, enters the new year with remark¬ 
ably strong attractions. The frontispiece of 
the January issue is a photogravure repro¬ 
duction of the landscape, “The Storm,” by H. 
Harpignies; the illustrated article on’the vet¬ 
eran painter’s works is by Professor C. J. 
Holmes. A colored illustration reproduces a 
colored print by the distinguished Japanese 
aitist Hokusai. It is one of his famous series, 
“Thirty-six Views of Fuji,” and is accompa¬ 
nied by an explanatory article. There are 
also illustrated articles on London’s new pub¬ 
lic buildings, the embroideries of the Aegean, 
on some of the works of Palma, Vecchio, etc. 
In the section on art in America all recent 
exhibitions and events in the United States, 
as well as information of vital art interest, 
have been gathered together. Especial in¬ 
terest attaches to the notice of the famous 
collections belonging to John G. Johnson, of 
Philadelphia, and to William L. Elkins and 
P. B. Widener, who may in the near future 
join with Mr. Johnson in presenting an art 
gallery to Philadelphia. 
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OLD BOOK NOTES. 

Correspondence of Luther and Henry 
viii. —A hitherto unknown copy of the Latin 
correspondence between Luther and King 
Henry viii. was sold at auction at Sotheby’s 
on January 29. The correspondence concerns 
the time when King Henry, prior to the Eng¬ 
lish Reformation, won the title of Defender 
of the Faith, which has since been borne by all 
British sovereigns, from Pope Leo x. for at¬ 
tacking Luther’s new theology. Luther’s vig¬ 
orous rejoinder is contained in the exclama¬ 
tion: “Oh, how I should enjoy covering the 
head of his English Majesty with dirt and 
filth.” The correspondence was printed by 
Pynson in London in 1525. Only three copies 
were known of before. The fourth copy was 
bought on behalf of Mr. 'Q'uaritch for $1275. 

Rare Tennysoniana. —At the sale of the 
collection of Albert E. Jack, of Lake Forest 
University, Ill., at Anderson’s this week, an 
uncut copy of “The Falcon,” in the original 
blank buff paper covers, printed for copyright 
or for use of the Kendals, who acted it in 
December, 1879, fetched $200. “The Cup,” in 
uncut condition, the third of Tennyson’s pri¬ 
vately printed plays, written for Henry Irving 
and Ellen Terry, who performed it on Christ¬ 
mas day, 1880, brought $180. “The Promise 
of May,” the rarest of Tennyson’s privately 
printed plays, produced at the Globe Theatre 
in London in 1882, sold for $180. A copy of 
the first published edition of “The Cup” and 
“The Falcon,” London, 1884, fetched $100. 
“The Sailor Boy,” printed for Tennyson’s 
use by the Emily Faithfull Victoria Press, 
London, 1861, sold for $100. “Poems. By 
Two Brothers,” written by Alfred * and 
Charles Tennyson, and the former’s first pub¬ 
lication, London, 1827, sold for $65. The bib- 
liophilic rage for Tennyson rarities is not so 
great as is was a few years ago, these figures 
being much below those paid for the same 
works in the Morgan and Arnold sales. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Carnegie Institution has issued an an¬ 
nouncement to the effect that unless it ap¬ 
pears that the Index Medicus is “of greater 
service to the medical profession and can help 
to support itself to a greater extent than in 
the past, it may become advisable to discon¬ 
tinue its publication.” There are but 532 ac¬ 
tual subscribers to the Index Medicus , of 
which number 386 are in the United States. 
These subscriptions defray but one-fifth of 
the actual cost of publishing this valuable bib¬ 
liographic work, which should have a sub¬ 
scriber in every medical library of any size 
throughout the whole world, as well as in the 
libraries devoted to the allied sciences, the 
law libraries, medical societies, the general 
libraries and individual members of the med¬ 
ical profession. 

The Borsenblatt fur den deutschen Buch- 
h an del in its issues for December 28 and 29, 
1906, prints a bibliography of the following 
government publications: Calendars of State 
Papers; Lists and Indexes of Documents pre¬ 


served in the Public Record Office; Acts of 
Privy Council of England; Chronicles and 
Memorials of Great Britain and Ireland dur¬ 
ing the Middle Ages—Rerum Britannicarum 
Medii Aevi Scriptores; Publications of Rec¬ 
ord Commissioners, including Scottish and 
Irish; and Works in Photozincography, pre¬ 
pared by P. E. Richter. These publications 
are usually relegated to the appendixes of the 
English Catalogue and there given under the 
names of the societies, so that the titles are 
not easily accessible.

Thomas Y. Crowell & Co. will publish in 
March “The Ministry of David Baldwin,” by 
Henry T. Colestock, a novel dealing with the 
life struggle of a young clergyman who could 
not suppress the truth, in which is outlined 
in an intensely human manner the conflict 
between old school theologians and modern 
critics, with illustrations by E. Boyd Smith; 
“Orthodox Socialism,” by James Edward Le 
Rossignol, professor in the University of Den¬ 
ver, widely known for his books and lectures 
on economic subjects, who in his new book 
approaches a great subject from a new view¬ 
point, and discusses it in a fair-minded, thor¬ 
ough-going way; “Christ’s Secret of Happi¬ 
ness,” by Dr. Lyman Abbott, a suggestive 
book in an optimistic vein, written in the 
author’s ablest manner, and of special value 
for Easter gifts; “The Greatest Fact in Mod¬ 
ern History,” by the Hon. Whitelaw Reid, 
Ambassador to Great Britain, who shows in 
a rapid, but clean-cut survey of historic 
events what the “fact” is; also, “The Religious 
Value of the Old Testament,” by Ambrose 
White Vernon, professor in Dartmouth Col¬ 
lege, whose book profits by the light modern 
criticism and research has thrown on the 
Bible and its manner of authorship in an im¬ 
portant way.

dealing with backgrounds and the manipula¬ 
tion of the plate with a view of obtaining 
effects said to be hitherto unknown in pho¬ 
tography; “The Sowing of Alderson Cree,” 
by Miss Margaret Prescott Montague, author 
of that charming idyllic novel, “The Poet, 
Miss Kate and I,” who in her new work tells 
a feud story different from its predecessors 
in similar fields in that the scene is laid in the 
West Virginia mountains and the feud, begun 
under a misapprehension, ends in a dramatic 
situation totally unexpected; also, “The 
Golden Hawk,” a story of Provence in the 
present day, by Edith Rickert, author of 
“Folly,” with illustrations by Stanislaus 
Benda. David Belasco, the versatile man¬ 
ager playwright, has collaborated with Charles 
A. Byrne in compiling a series of unusual 
fairy tales. These have been published in 
New York with the imprint of the Baker & 
Taylor Co., under the title of “A Book of 
Fairy Tales.” As might be expected, the 
book has the well-known Belasco touch, and 
is fully illustrated by George Bleekman. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will bring out on 
the 26th inst. Thomas W. Lawson’s Wall 
Street novel, “Friday, the 13th,” which will 
have a frontispiece drawn by Ivanowski, the 
famous Russian artist, whose most recent 
work to attract attention was the painting of 
Maude Adams in “Peter Pan” that appeared 
in The Century. They will publish in March, 
under the title of “Nearest the Poles,” Com¬ 
mander Peary’s complete story of his latest 
Arctic expedition. On this trip Peary did 
for the American segment of the Polar Basin 
what Nansen did for the Asiatic. The narra¬ 
tive is said to be exceedingly dramatic. Peary 
has been north seven times, oftener than any 
other explorer, and the Hubbard Gold Medal 
presented by President Roosevelt on behalf 
of the National Geographical Society is the 
fiftieth he has received for his distinguished 
achievements in exploration. His discoveries 
are of marked importance and will add greatly 
to geographic knowledge. There will be an 
introduction by President Roosevelt. The 
work will be adequately illustrated from the 
collection of 1200 photographs taken by Com¬ 
mander Peary. They also announce for early 
publication a new book by Edward Noble, 
author of “The Edge of Circumstance,” to 
be entitled “The Issue.” It is a story of two 
strong men who struggle for a woman’s love, 
of which the scenes are laid along the Thames 
among the sturdy folk of the sea. Another 
book soon to make its appearance is “Nim¬ 
rod’s Wife,” by Grace Gallatin Thompson 
Seton. It is in a sense a companion book to 
the author’s successful book, “A Woman Ten¬ 
derfoot,” and gives an account of her trips 
with her artist-author husband, full of practi¬ 
cal and suggestive hints to the increasing 
number of women who find pleasure in out- 
of-door expeditions. The various chapters are 
as follows: In the Sierras, In the Rockies, On 
the Ottawa, and In Norway. The volume will 
be illustrated by Walter King Stone. 


The Macmillan Company’s list of fiction 
for the coming spring includes a new novel 
by Marion Crawford, “Prima-Donna,” which 
is said to be a sequel to “Fair Margaret;” 
Jack London’s romance of prehistoric man, 
“Before Adam;” “The Gulf,” a story in com¬ 
edy vein, by John Luther Long; and “Poppea 
of the Post Office,” by the author of “The 
Garden of a Commuter’s Wife.” Besides 
these there is “Spirit Lake,” a story of the 
Northwest Indians, by Arthur Heming, the 
well-known illustrator; “The Kinsman,” by 
Mrs. Alfred Sidgwick, a favorite English au¬ 
thor ; “Family Secrets,” by Marion Foster 
Washburne, and volumes of short stories by 
Israel Zangwill and Jack London. Under the 
heading of Poetry and Belles-Lettres, an¬ 
nouncement is made of a new drajnatic poem 
by Stephen Phillips, a second volume of verse 
by Alfred Noyes, the second volume of the 
collected edition of W. B. Yeats’s “Lyrical 
and Dramatic Poems,” and a new dramatic 
poem, “Sappho and Phaon,” by Percy Mac- 
kaye. The Modern Reader's Bible is to be is¬ 
sued in a single volume, two additions are 
promised to the Macmillan series of Plays 
by Clyde Fitch, “Her Own Way” and “The 
Girl and the Judge,” and an important crit¬ 
ical work by Professor George P. Baker is 
entitled “The Development of Shakespeare as 
a Dramatist.” In Biography their list is 
headed by the “Life and Letters of Edwin 
Lawrence Godkin,” in two volumes, edited by 
Rollo Ogden, editor of the New York Evening 
Post. A number of new volumes are prom¬ 
ised in the English Men of Letters series, in¬ 
cluding one on “Emerson,” by Professor 
George E. Woodberry. In history the list is 
long and imposing. The completion of Pro¬ 
fessor Smyth’s edition of “The Life and 
Writings of Benjamin Franklin” is promised, 
and new volumes are forthcoming in Profes¬ 
sor Channing’s “History of the United 
States,” Dr. Lea’s “History of the Inquisition 
of Spain,” Professor Osgood’s “The Ameri¬ 
can Colonies in the Seventeenth Century,” 
and The Cambridge Modern History. A fresh 
and interesting subject is exploited by Pro¬ 
fessor Edmond S. Meany, of the University 
of Washington, in an account of “Vancouver’s 
Discovery of Puget Sound.”
